The garrison of St. Petersburg now is 
double its ordinary strength, the guard 


ments of the line when the former went 

into camp.

Troops Occupy Depots. 

The industrial sections literally bris- 
tled with troops. Every railroad station 
was occupied this morning by two com- 
panies of infantry and two squadrons 
of cavalry, and armored military trains 
were held in readiness, in view of the 
possibility of the outbreak of a railroad 
strike, and the reserves of all the regi- 
ments were confined to barracks. 

All the railroad stations were watched 
by secret police in order to prevent the 
escape of the Social Democratic depu- 
ties and revolutionary agitators, among 
whom a general exodus is expected to 
begin as soon as parliament is dis- 
solved. 


The first Russian Parliament, which 
convened on May 10, 1906, lasted less 
than three months. The Czar made a 
conciliatory address to the members, but 
scarcely had the session opened when 
the first signs of antagonism were ap- 
parent. During the entire life of the 
Duma the Lower Heuse was at bitter 
odds with the Government, and finally, 
on July 21, the Emperor dissolved it. 

The dissolution ef Parliament was fol- 
lowed by terrible rioting throughout 
Russia. The Czar was forced to flee 
from St. Petersburg and take refuge in 
Tsarko-Selo, where determined but un- 
successful efforts were made to assas- 
sinate him. 

The death of the second Duma may 
prove the end of Russia's experiment 
with ‘‘popular’’ government 
representing the State 
and representatives of

| DES MOINES’ IDEA 





SR HE Des Moines plan,” an ideal 
form of cty government, is 


| to be voted upon by Nes 
Moines June 20. The taw as passed by 
the last Legislature jis claimed to be as 
near perfect as human minds can de- 
vise. 


But the men who now hold the reins 
of government tell a different story— 
‘ey insist that the form devised by the 
patriotic committee of 300 men is as 
bad as any corrupt form of government 
in existence, and as open to the pos- 
sibility of graft as any system of gov- 
crnment can be. 

The new law is even more radical 
than the ssalveston commission form, 
which was devised to give better pro- 
tection of the people after they had 
been rendered homeless and helpless by 
the great tida! wave of September, 1£00. 

Briefly stated, the law provides for 
five counciimen or comrnissioners, who 
shall have absolute control of the en- 
tire government—elect or appoint all 
other officials and be responsible for 
the entire government. Their power is 
abso'ute—they can make laws and un- 
make. them—and they can rule. the 
city as absolutely as the commission 
in Washington rules the nation’s capi- 
tal. 


At the same time the voters have an 
absolute check on this council by means 
of the recall, which provides for the re- 
moval of any officer by the people 
upon a majority vote. 


The law provides fer the election of a 
Mayor and four councilmen, who shall 
be elected at large and not by wards 
as under the present system, Their 
term of office shal! be two years and a 
primary election is required to name 
candidates. Any person may be a can- 
didate for the nomination on petition of 
“5 voters and at the following election 
all men are eliminated but the ten re- 
ceiving the highest vote. 


The Councii is given the duties and 
powers of all city officials, though they 
are required to appoint a City Auditor, 
Treasurer, etc., who are bonded and re- 
stricted by the general statutes now 
in force. Zach one of these five men 
is placed at the heads of five depart- 
ments—public, affajis, accounts and 
finances, public safety, streets and im- 
provements, and parks and public prop- 
erty. The Mayor is president of the 
Ceuncil, but has no power ef veio.

Baldy Does Not Believe That 
Devil Wagons Will Sup- 
plant His Race. 





“Tumbo,”’ the oldest horse in @he Fire 
Department, has committed suicide, and 
it is the general belief among the fire- 
men who have heard the details, and 
specially those attached to Engine No. 
® that Jumbo’s heart was broken from 
the day he was taken out of active ser- 
vice and sent over to Chesley Island, a 
pensioner. Hlis retirement followed the 
announcement from Chief Swingley that 
or later the department would 
experiment with automobiles for hose 
carts in running to fires, and that event- 
ually the horse will be superseded by 
automobile engines and trucks. 

Jumbo, who had put in nearly twenty- 
four years “running before the old ma- 
chine,’’ knew all this, and it just broke 
his heart. He knew no other life but 
that of the fire fighter, an occupation 
that had been handec down to him by 
his ancestors.

that he was taken from 
in Third street, he con- 
fided in his old pal and stable-mate 
“Baldy,” that he had run to his last 
fire, that he did not want to live to 
see the ‘‘Devil Wagons” take his place. 
Jumbo Drowned in River. 

Everybody in the firehouse knew that 
Jumbo was downhearted when he was 
led out the door, but suicide was the 
last thing thought of. And, anyway, 
they argued, how could a horse commit 
suicide? Probably Jumbo hadn’t any 
idea of going to the Horse World across 
the Styx other than in a natural death 
when he was driven over to Chesley 
Iskind, but once there the way was 
made clear. 

They led him out for a drink at the 
trough. He broke from his halter, ran 
across the lot as if going to a third 
alarm, kicked down a fence and plunged 
into the river.

I cannot give up the werk 
which requires a nimble brain, alert- 
ness and edtvcation, to haul a truck 
around the city with an incompetent 
driver, perhaps, and no guarantee of 
getting my oats regularly.

KILLING FOLLOWS 


BROWNSVILLE RAID 


Samuel H. Wreford Shot by Step- 
son of William Kelly, Bank- 
er of That City. 








Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

BROWWNSVILLE, Tex., June 1.— 
Samuel H. Wreford, a commission mer- 
chant, was shot and killed by Jesse 
S. Thorham, stepson of Capt. William 
Kelly, president of the First National 
Bank of Brownsville The killing was 
an indirect outgrowth of the negro sol- 
dier raid on Brownsville of last Au- 
gust. 

Capt. Kelly was 
cently as a witness before 
committee that investigated 
In the course of his testimony he re- 
ferred to Wreford as a maneof no 
moral standing and made other derog- 
atory remarks concerning him. 
Wreford retaliated by . circ lating 
dodgers denouncing Capt. Kelly, whom 
he charged with having been impli- 
cated in the raid on the Mexican town 
of Bagdad, at the mouth of the Rio 
Grande, by negro soldiers of the. Unit- 
ed States Army, at the close of the 
Civil War. Wreford was also said. to 
have threatened to kill Kelly as soon 
as he returned home. 

Wreford lived twenty minutes after 
being shot. Thorham immediately sur- 
rendered, saying to the officers: ‘‘I 
shot Wreford. I don’t know whether 
he is dead or not: I hailed him and 
said, ‘Get ready.’ He moved his hand 
to his hip pocket and I fired.”’
